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From Information she had furninhod, vrhcn originally intorviowod 
by 8A FRANCIS G. KAHL and t he vrritor on 5/?l/68, ODELL A PACKETT 
fceportod that sho wa3 living with ono JOHNNY SIMMONS at the time 
of her arrest. Sho said that he was rosTding aF"tKo Bollovuo 
Hotel in Los Angelos, tho last sho had hoard. Che indicated that 
it va3 her intonticn to go hack to living with him, upon her 
release from jail in Juno I960. 

Acting on tho above information, SAS KAITL and BENJAMIN Intorviowod 
Mr. CLARENCE HOLBEIN, Day Clerk, Bellovuo Ilotol, 1009 V/ost 11th 
Street, L 03 Angoles, on 6/11/63. He 3nid that JOHNNY SIMMONS 
had lived at the Bellevue Hotel until about Juno 6 or 7, 1968, 
at which time ho moved out and loft no forv:arding address. He 
said that a telophono call had been received earlier In tho day 
(6/11/68) from SIMMONS, asking if any mail had arrived for him. 
None had, so he said he would bo calling back again In a day or 
two. Ho did not leavo any forwarding address, nor did ho Indi- 
cate from where ho wa3 calling, except to state ho was calling 
from out of town. Tho agents’ names and office tolophono num- 
bor wore left with Mr. HOLBEIN, with tho roquort that he contact 
them if he should learn the wheroabout of either SIMMONS or 
ODELLA PACKETT. He 3aid that a rod-heaadod woman, named ODELLA 
(LNU) had resided with SIMMONS for a brief neriod of time over a 
month ago. Photos of FRANK BEICKLEY and LESTER 2 DEAR D PACKETT 
were exhibited to CLARENCE HOLBEIN, who was unable to Identify 
any of tho individuals a 3 anyono ho had seen previously. 

At approximately 7: 25 P.M., 6/11/68, Mr. LOUIS ROTH, Manager, . 
Hotel Bellevue, 1809 V/. 11th St. (telophono DUnMrk 6-9802) 
telephonically contacted the writer. Tie raid that ho had not 
been on duty at tho hotel at tho time SAS Interviewed his Day 
Clerk (HOI/'EIN). Ho said that ho recalled both ODELLA and 
JOHNNY SIMMONS. Ho said that SIMMONS had moved out of ttho hotol 
on Friday or Saturday, 6/7-8/68, and had not left any forwarding 
address. Ho said that SIMMONS was oulto anxious to got some mall 
from an unknown source, and had contacted the hotol since ho 
moved to ascertain whether or not tho mail had arrived. No did 
not on any of thoso occasions indicate his present location, 

Mr. ROTH recalled that a PRANK (LNU), who worked at tho Olympian 
Liquor Storo connected with tho Olympian Motor Hotel, 1903 V/ost 
Olympic Boulovard, Los Angolas; had holpod SIMMONS move, and ho 
was sure thi3 porsen would know tho location of SIMMONS now 
rosidonco. 
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LT2AMWT _*mTT3, employee of tho Won torn Union, 1\\1 South Flowor. 

X 03 Ango’loa was inter viowod during tho oarly evoning of 6 / 11 / 68 , 

Ho renortod that ho had not soon "BOB", whom ho had provlously 
identified from photographs as being identical with LESTER 
EDWARD PACKETT, since tho last timo ho //as intorviowod in May 
1968. Ho did sayjhcwcvor, that FW/? IK / /;BTCKt.WY < had boon in Los 
Angelos' this past week, from Wednesday evening, Juno 5>, I960 to 
at least Sunday afternoon, Juno 9, I960, Ho said that FRANK had 
called him at Western Union on ’Wednesday, atating ho had juat 
arrived in town and wanted WHITE to como to tho Greyhound Bu3 
Station at 6th a nd Los Angolos Streets to nick him up, which 
WHITE did. He 3aid that BRICKLEY livod in his ('WHITE' 3 ) apartment 
during tho fivo day3 he was in Los Angoles. The last ho saw of 
BRICKLEY was Sunday about 11:30 AM to II oon, vhon he dropped BRICKLEY 
off at the Original Pantry restaurant, on tho corner of 9th and 
Figuoroa, Los Angelos, whore BRICKLEY said ho wantod to 300 somo 
"old friend3 n (not otherwise idontifiod), before heading back home. 

According to WHITE, BRICKLEY had indicated ho v/antod to got in 
touch with PACK3TT, and ho had gono to various former haunt 3 of 
PACKETT along w© 3 t Seventh and Eighth Streets in tho vicinity of 
Alvarado, without 3ucc03s. BRICKLEY allegedly Indicated that ho 
as 3 umbd that PACKETT was "not in town, " in view of tho lack of 
succoos he had in trying to locate him, . 

Mr, FRANK A, BARNES, 10l|I|. South Bonnie Brae, L 03 Angeles, who is 
employod as the night manager of tho Olympian Liquor Store, 1903 
West Olympic Boulevard, Los Angelos, was interviewed by tho writer 
at his place of employment, during tho ovening of 6/11/68. He 
did not know JOHNNY SIMMONS or ODELLA PACKETT by name; but said 
that "in order to mako a few extra bucks" ho had holped a young * 
man (in his lato 20' s, Caucasian) movo from tho Hotel Bellovue, 
tho provicus week end. Ho said ho was amazod at the amount of 
luggage that individual had. He said ho had over eleven pieces 
- of baggage. Ho said ho could not remember tho oxact location 
of tho apartment building into which ho had holpod this unknown 
man moved; but ho would bo ablo to point it out, BARNES was 
driven to tho Cynthia Apartments, at 1110 South Lako Street (noar 
tho intersection of South Lako and 11th Stroots, ono block wo 3 t 
of Alvarado) , which ho pointed out na t ho location ho had holpod 
tho abovo unknown whito malo movo to tho previous wookend, 

Mr, ROY WHEATLEY, Manager, Cynthia Apart™ mts, 1110 South Lake 
Stroot, advisod the v.ritor on 6 / 11 / 60 , that hi 3 records indicate 
JOHN SIMMONS, moved into Room 3^0, in tho Cynthia Apts,, on Friday, 
Juno 7, I960, The following Monday, a red-hoadod woman, doscribod 
by SIMMONS as hia v/ifo (namo not mentioned), movod in with SIMMONS, 
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Hr. WHEATLEY, v^iooo tolophono numbor is 300-02^7 » roportod thoro 
is no telephone in the SIMMONS apartment. Ho 3 aidthot SIMMONS 
told him ho was employed at the AfcP grocery store, on North 
Vermont Avenue, just north of Hollywood Boulevard, Hr. WHEATLEY 
did not know the hours of SIMMONS roportod employment. 

On the morn inn of 6/l?/68, Hr. VNiSATLEY stated that ho 
had not soon either SIMMONS or his ’'wife 11 como / down from their 
third floor apartment yet. 
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SAS KAHL and tho writer located JOHN ^ BDMR TCK SIM M ONS in apart- • 
mont 300, Cynthia Apartments, llTO South Lake Streotf, L03 Angolos, 
California, on tho morning of 6/12/68. Ho was partially dro330d. 
0D2LLA PACKETT was in tho apartment with him. They wore inter-* 
viewed together. SIMMONS stated he wa3 born in Old Shawnoetown, 
Illinois, . in. 1941* He said ho i3 currently unemployed and drawing 
unemployment compensation. Ho said ho last saw LEST SR EDV'ARD 
PACKETT on tho 3trcot, near 7th and Alvarado, about three months 
ago. Said it was tho only time in his lifo that he had seen 
PACKETT. Photos of FRANK PRICKLSY, his brother, JA*-3S EARL RAY, 
and LESTER PACKETT were exhibited to SIMMONS. IIo stated ho did 
not recognize any of them; but ho did think that the photo of 
PACKETT (which was not identified to him) resembled his rccolloction 
of PACKETT slightly; but he did not think it was a good likonoss 
if it was actually PACKETT. (It is to be noted that in lato-May 
1968, LEAMONT WHITE pickod this photo out of a group of others 
of different individuals and stated it w-as an excellent likeness 
of PACKETT). 

ODELLA PACKETT stated that she had just been released from the Los 
Angelos County Jail (Sybil Brand Institution), on 6/10/68. She 
said that sho had not soon or hoard from LESTER EDV/ARD PACKETT 
during tho poriod of her confinement In Jail, nor 3 inco her 
rcloaso. She said that she had boon in touch with her lawyer, 

PHI 0. CLOUGH on 6/11/63, and had boon unable to toll her lawyor 
whore PACKETT could bo located In or dor that ho might bo sorvod 
with legal documents relating to tho Impending divorco, Sho said 
- that sho had also been in touch with her family, during the evening 
of 6/11/68, and thoy had advised her that the FBI had boon by tho 
house looking for her. She said that sho had spent Monday and 
Tuesday, 6/ll-l?/68, applying for her unemployment compensation 
and in looking for employment. She said sho had not yot obtained 
a. job. , 
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Both ODELLA PACKETT and JOHN SIMMONS advised thoy vrould contact 
thi3 cffico, if thoy loarnod of tho location of LESTER PACKETT.
